by a deal of persons who, seeing that they

rite of hit George Gipnv. If It a opens Hia 
Excellency haa at leal really teen that be 
waa mistaken In hit views, and that Lord 
Stanley alto rrgreti hia own precipitancy, 
and that both have manllnesa enough to make 
tha admltaion, and exhibit a disposition te 
redress tor grievancee, I eonaider that it 
would not only be ungenerous but unwiae lo 
reject their overtures, end that ware we to do 
eo, we should render oureelvee justly liable 
to be charged n radium net only by tba 
tnoti.tr country hut by Ibe colony at lane. 
For my own pan I can distinctly stats that 
I hive never offered a ractiaui opposition to 
any Government ; I have nol beeitated lo de- 
mend what t considered jualice for the co- 
lony and myself, and ii that be attained It 
is perfectly vmine'i-riel to mi by whom it is 
diipenaed; meaiuree, not men, having uni- 
formly been my principle, 

I am sware lhat a dbfirtnce of opinion 
alio exists in aeane cjunrtere, aa to the pro- 
priety of giving undue importance to the 
Wati.ng tniteetti of tbt colony, end thli 
feeling, not unnaturally, prevails amongst 
those who became tbe purchasers of lend at 
high prieea, more especially in tba vicinity of 
of towns, nnd wbo imagine that ad van tag tt 
held out to n tenant of tha Govern- 
ment would deteriorate Ihe Tain* af 
private land ; but a little comid* ration tbottld

when Ihe pastoral interests were dcpreiud, 
would not have found a single bidder. 

A most matrrial queiium has a) reedy sug- 
getled itself lo the colony ci Indispensable 
to its welftrr, namely, Immigration : even 
now we feel the demand lor perioral labour, 
and we may naturally expect, under a new 
order of thiugs, that the increase of wear stock 
will he considerable. I feel lhat I am not 
guilty oi an over eatioate when I assume that 
our sheep in 1 fists will amount to Ian mi 111 una, 
this, with a corresponding increase In tattle, 
will require, with other eources of employ- 
ment, en immltrnltoii within tbet time of 
thirty Iboutand persons at letat; but, however 
eismiiai I may consider the introduction nf 
labour, I would atill camion the (J ovem men t 
against the export nf our capital to procure 
it : for in Ih. course of my pursuits .1 horn.. 
I bate too of'enaeen the dire fill eflecli of luch 
a proceeding In the panic > produced by similar 
nausea. 

I regard emigration, howevsr, a* a measure 
in which the borne government should take 
a deep and active Intrrest, for If I only take 
the astounding statement made by Sir Jamea 
Graham, not long ago, in the House ol Com- 
mons, test siacs the peace In llli, no Jess a 
sum than two hundred milllone were ex- 
pended for poor-retet, whilst be calculated 
that one individual in ererv tan of the popula- 
tion or England wav dependent upon parochial 
relief. Such a atatemaut juaijflei the convic- 
tion expreaied by ml two years ago, before 
the Immigration Committee ol Ihe Leg''l»- 
list Council, lbtt a grand system of emigra- 
tion must toon force itiell upon the mother 
country. I would therefore propoie that in- 
itexdofiittr exporting tbe principal, a por- 
tion ortht revenue derivable from ourSquao- 
tagei. thjuld be applied to defray the interest 
ofa loan to be raised In England, tbe colony 
hearing one-third of Ihe peasant money and 
the parlabeethe 



In making ihii luffiitlon. however, 1 do 
not lose sight of our cleima upon Oreet 
Britain, lor the arrears dns to the colony for 
thaiuppert of Police end (Jade, with which 
it haa so long been unjustly charged, and [ 
hope, from thi sueugth ef our rtmoovtVBnces 
aud the jaetiea of our case, that tbe Impe. 
rial Govarnmenl will at length ba 
induced to adopt ihs recommendation of the 
LagrWlaTlve Council on tbie lubjeet, and pay 
the entire expense of immigration ta an 
amount at least equivalent to that which has 
been eo unfairly taken from the neltmy* 

I set further ef opinion that a taiga por- 
tion of tha amount raised Irom thoaa engaged 
in pastoral pursuits ihould be expended in

THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL'S 
OPP1CE, 

Is our article of Saturday last, we entered 
totnewhal at large into au examination of 
the points uf difference between the Qo- 
vERNusi and Council, touching the tub- 
ject of the Registrar 'a Office j and with 
the object of accurately and justly eiti- 
matiag 111; Eicxllxmcy'i laie hastily pre- 
pared laetsavge to Ihe Council thereupon, 
we referred to his despatch of Iflth of 
January, 181SI, contiining a suggestion 
for separating the office from the .Supreme 
Ci>urt. At (Fit same time we called at- 
tention to the despatch, of Lord Si iMti 
in answer, dated 15th December, 
IS 13, astentinjr Lo tlie arrangement pro- 
posed, and directing provisiun for Ihe 
office to be made out of schedale A. We 
the nee concluded that it was idlelo argue, 
aatonie of the GovsaNoa's nomineei had 
done, that His Lordship when giving the 
directiuu in question, could not have 
contemplated the change, which the Co- 
lonial Legislature afterwards made ill 
1813, by placing (he department on a 
separate footing altogether, Thit argument, 
if it is to he held at all. makes the latter 
end of Lord Stanley's Despatch forget 
the beginning 1 for if we were to admit 
its validity, we should be compelled to 
hold — that his Lordship, having by the 
tame despatch, .141 ruled tu the proposed 
separatiuu uf the office from the Supreme 
Court, and having directed its coat to be 
d [-frayed out of (he portion of the reTenne 
appropriated to (he judicial estimate of the 
colony, could not, in giving the Latter 
direction, have contemplated the change 
he had only just authorised a few lines 
before , a conclusion, which strangely re - 
buket llie sagacity of its author, or the 
memory ul the noble Lord j we leave lha 
jUdicioui reader lo decide which. 

Upon a careful perusal then, of hii 
Lordshipi rkipatch, It ii impossible to 
reaitt the conclaiion lo which the Council 
have arrived, that the Minister, with full 
knowledge uf Ihe contemplated separation 
of the Regiitnr'i Office from the Su- 
preme Court, bad directed thai when to 
removed, it ihould nevertheless be sup- 
ported from the lame portion of the 
civil list revenue at before. His 
Lurdthip nppcan to have comidtred, that if 
the business of Ihe office, when annexed to 
Ihe Supreme Court, could be regarded as 
of such a character as to be comprehended 
nit inn the wordi of schedule A, "eoniin- 
gtnt and miscellaneous expenses of the 
administration of justice,"— it would pot 
lute thai character, or twquire another and 
diHereM one, by being transacted under 
some other roof than that uf the Supreme 
Court ; and, therefore, as plainly ax plain 
English could convey it, Lord STxttLarr 
pointed out to the Govi unok Ihe particu- 
lar source from which tht expenses of the 
office were to be derived. The Council 
in the but ten ion upheld this direction of 
his Lor dt hip ; the Uorutfoa questioned 
and resisted it ; and Mr. Cum was thus 
left to registtr deeds frum that lime to ibe 
present without any salary at all". 

In this itate of thingi, we turUiwly, 
until very lately, expected that Ihe Coun- 
cil would no sooner meet iu the present 
xeuiuu than that warm debales 00 this 
subject would come to pais; and it was- 00 
•mall relief to out feelings when we 
learned that express authority had arrived 
from Lord St shlev, • enabling (he Co- 
lonial Government to apply the sur- 
plus uf otic schedule to Ibe deQ- 
Cleocin of other*. In Ihla new privilege, 
we thought we saw the meant of deter- 
mining the present difficulty, and, 
iu the simplicity of their hearts, to ap- 
parently thought the Council. The tatter 
in 1 ounciliaiory spirit ceased lo insist on 
Ibe expense, coming out of Schedule A, 
and merely requeued Hit Kicaxijun-v to 
defray the in from the surplus of the 
Schedule! A and B : lo which request 
"he fell compelled to say. with equal 
respect to (he Conpcil, and SrciurMII Y o* 
Srtrc, that no consideration whatever 
could induce him, knowingly, to do an 
act which be believed lobe Unlawful." 
Thut did the Gov ga so a reject the oppor- 
tunity tendered to him of escaping a diffi- 
culty, without confessing an error. 

Now, we clearly pointed em in oar 
I article of Saturday last— and we ihall J 
feel grateful if any one will undeceive 
I u>, if tve are wrong— that upon two oc- 
cations, when virtue was leu rampant tu 
Hit F.icixlskcv'b breast, he had know- 
ingly and deliberately June acta,* which 
he belteved to be unlawful. For two 
successive years he had charged the whole 
Police Expenditure on the General Re- 
venue, in conlntrntion of the 47Lh 



elxnse of tlie Act of Parliament 
in thai cane made and provided ; 
and ilurtug the same period he had 
chared the whole of the school expenses 
cm the General Revenue, contrary to the 
12nd section of the same Acl. These 
lads will shake the confidence uf vulgar- 
minded people in Hit decoration of Ilia 
Excif.li.escv. They will distrust this 
agurish kind of virtue, these inlermittenl 
fits uf devotion loan Actnf Parliament — 
now feverishly alive tu its provision- — 
now hopelessly cold to every clause. We 
regret lint fur the take uf the good feel- 
ing w e so earnestly desired to see esta- 
blished between the Goikiisijh and the 
Council. The former, however, has pro 
voked hostilities. The latter will nut 
give way ; and nol a few of our fellow 
citittui will now assert, that Hit Em h. 
LKhctt Message, merely marki hii dif 
like or the Council, with love for (he 
Isw. 

We will turn up thit case in • few 
words. Here is an office uf the last im- 
portance lo the public at large ;— an offi- 
cer, who for many months past hat re- 
ceived 00 payment fur hii services. 
Here ii an intensely moral Governor, 
contrary to the express insuaciiuni of a 
Secretary of State, backed by the addi- 
tional sanction of the local legislature — 
refilling to defray the expensei of ihe 
office out of the portion of the Colonial 
revenue both minister and legislature 
have pointed out for that purpose. 
The colony must suffer , the whole of its 
conveyancing transactions mint be 
plunged into confusion, because a Go- 
vernor cannot yield in bit cotialructiun of 
an Act of Parliament. In Ibis there ap- 
pears iuch an odd mixture of the sublime 
and the ridiculous, that we are equally 
reminded of Aiistides the Just, and of the 
pervetitly pedantic physiciaua in Mo- 
i-ii hi. '• comedy uf b'Amour Medici*. 
Thete worthy feechei, in prescribing for 
a young lady's complaint, agree about as 
well as dn the OoviaNoa and the Council, 
in the matter of the RsuistHx a-GENXaxi.- 
After ttickiag itoutly upon points or 
professional etiquette and furm, Ihe learned 
doctor! at length prescribe ; but, 
nevertheless, alarm tht young lady 'a 
atixioui father, with an intimation that 
the may yet die. The father ii incon- 
solable, but M. Macxotdn attempts to 
comfort him by unserving, that if ihe 
tkould die, her parent will know that he 
has done everything, and thai his daughter

lie gave before the Committee of ihe Le- 
gislative Council. We have always been 
nf opinion that Ihe great const nut tonal 
queilion of Ibe management of the Crown 
Lands can be much more effectively ar- 
gued separately from mere regulation! 
respecting money payments, than it can 
when mixed up with those matters, in 
which a luge majority of the House have 
a personal interest. In taking leave of 
Mr. Boyd, ai a politician, we must say, 
lhat fait parting address to his constitu- 
ent* leads us to regret that be did not re- 
main a member of Council, and that while 
be kept his seat his numerous private 
occupations did not allow him lo take a 
more prominent part in ibe buiinett 
before the House than he was able to do.
